and to refle&t a lictle ( if that number of Men ( ſhewing them 
the Army as it was Drawn up) were not ſufficient to oblige 
them to new Reſolutions ; He returned it very briskly, Deſi- 
rmg-his Grace would take a View of the Covenanted Army, 
aſſuring him, That every Man heſaw there, would Die in the 
place where he ſtood, in Defence of the Covenant. His 
| Grace ſaid no more to him , But that a few minutes would

| The other Gentleman, who appeared the more moderate,

That they had. confidered what had been ſaid, but could agree 
to nothing leſs than what was in their Declaration ; and that they 
anderftood His Grace had yoy_—_ with him, from England, ſome 
Þ Jams of Accompmodation; If he would pleaſe to communicate them 
'Þ beſbould have their Anſwer, if they were ſuch as they conld accept. 
| Major Maine was ſent back to acquaint them, that a more 
datifaory Anſwer was expected, therefore they would now 
do well to look to themſelves, and their Officers might, if they 
thought fir, retire from the Bridge ( who were come thicher 
upon the account of the Parley) for they ſhould hear from 
his Grace in another manner. As ſoon as they were retired, 
Orders were given for the Cannon to Fire, which they return- 
ed with ſo great a Volly of ſhot from the Bridge, thit our 
Gunners quitted their Guns, but ſoon returned to them again :
